Priscitla and Aqui 
ta were evidently intimately associated 
with Paul and probably survived him, 
eince Im the last part of the last letter 
ever written by him we find a message te 
them—“Salute Prisca and Aquila.” Pris- 
ca (or Priscilla) and Aquila undoubtedly 
bad a liteie church in their house in Rome 
(ae they hed had in Ephesus) and to the 
congregation worshiping there must have 
addressed this epistle, if they were its au- 
thors, An indication that they were ite 
authors is found in the frequent inter- 
change ef the personal pronoun from 
“ee to “I” and from “I” to “we.” As 
Prisca’s name is generally mentioned be 
fore Aquila’s, she was perhaps a more 
important personage than her husband. 
Professor Harnack’s theory that she was 
the wuthor of the epistle ts as ingeniow 
aw it is daring. 


What Is « Lady? : 
There are not a few people who rebel 
against the terms lady and gentleman, 
They think man and woman are the 
most expressive and the most compre 
hensive designations and even go 80 far 
as to say that the others savor of vul- 
garity. Jn The International Journal of 
Ethics a writer has endeavored to make 
it clear when we should say lady and 
when gentleman, and, in brief, he very 
arongly defends the employment of the 
words. Perhaps of the two the term 
lady is more diffidently used. Some 
how we would all rather say woman 
than lady in speaking, let us say, of 
telen Gould or the Baroness Burdett 
Coutts or any other philanthropist It 
seems almost undignified to etherwise 
describe them. But it appears that we 
are all wrong We ought to differentiate 
between women, we are told, according 
to the degree in which intelligence and, 
above all, good will have found expres: 
sion in the detailed behavior of body and 
of mind, So that when we call this one 
a lady we should, if we rightly used the 
term, be referring to some one of sterling 
worth, a finished work of nature, and 
thus a@ lady. js bigher than a mere FO 
man, though she may have no social dis 
tinctlon whatever. As the writer of the 
article in the magazine referred t. yolnts 
out, there must always be the dunger 
that the term is brought iuto ridicule by 
the sham claimants to the title. But 
that cannot be helped. No marked type 
ean exist without its caricature, The 
point is that we should insist upon using 
the term im its best sense, and possibly 
{ts true significance will then come to 
be understood, This at least is the opin- 
lop of The International Journal of 
Ethics. For our own part we incline vo 
the Lewis Carroll axiom—that if you take 
tare of the sound the sense will take 
care of itself—and there is a good, sound. 
sterling ring about the term man & 
woman that falls pleasantly enough os 
the ear. A céreful selection of adjectives 
will make it spaptaaty rd whether 
fm either one or o' umaaity 
eebieved.”—Philadelpbia Leds

able to claim she has something that 
iakes the place of a moon anyhow—for 
the earth to Venus at this time looks 
very large and bright, almost as much 
so as our moon does to us, 

If we could see all the illuminated 
surface of Venus on these occasions we 
should have quite a distinet second 
noon, When we do see all of her il 
luminated surface she is on the oppo 
site side of the sun from us and con 
sequently at an enormous distance; yet 
she is so brilliant as to keep us from 
seeing her surface distinctly. 

But to our own moon we appear in 
the best light as a moon, A full earth, 
as seen from the moon, according to 
Prof. Todd and other astronomers, is a 
very inspiring sight on the moon's sur- 
face. It can at once be seen why this 
8 necessarily true.

The absurdity of such a statement is apparent to anyone 
who glances at the map of Western Canada, and if additional 
evidence of its utter foolishness were needed, one has only 
to do as the writer did, and take a trip over the main line 
from Winnipeg to the end of the steel at Pembina River, 
sixty-seven miles beyond Edmonton, to realize that the hun- 
dreds ot prosperous, wide-awake, growing towns, whose age 
is yet numbered in months instead of years, did not spring 
mto existence without some cause for being. 

The trouble with these new. communities in the West is 
that one may visit them, learn their population, their busi- 
acss, their streets and buildings, and generally make one’s self 
acquainted, and yet in the space of a few months that infor- 
mation may absolutely lack accuracy, In a night, as it were, 
a siding becomes a staion, a station becomes a hamlet, a 

mlet becomes a town, and ere one has time to wink, it 
blossoms into a Hara en en metropolis of perhaps a thou- 

dor fifteen hundred inhabitants, with first class hotels, 
tores, schools, municipal buildings, granolithie sidewalks, 
and street pavements, 
Thus no one can deem himself acquainted with the West 
and its conditions who does not, at least every few months, 
travel through it and see‘for himself the strides which are 
being made on every hand. Particularly is this the case where 
a new railway is tapping undeveloped country, as is being 
done by the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, notwithstanding 
the Hon, Mr. Foster's opinion.

controlled by a board of managers and superintendents 
working men, while the stockholders are men who work in 
the factories, If a labourer has any money to invest he in 
variably places it in the company owning the factory in 
which he works, knowing well that he will receive a good 
dividend at the end of each year. The majority of the work 
men are shareholders, and to them the city owes its prosper 
ity. 

The provinge of Jauja, in Peru, is practically run by a 
company of citizens, who own the shops, the factories, and 
the stalls in the market-places, Jauja is not a very enterpris- 
ing place, however, for copper coinage is unknown. Eggs are 
cireulated as small change, forty to fifty of them, the num- 
ber varying according as they are plentiful or searce, being 
counted as sixpence of our money,. These eggs, which change 
hands by the hundred every day in the market-places, are 
shipped by the tradespeople to Lima, the Peruvian capital, 
and exchanged for coin or goods, 

In one year the ruler of Uganda received from his sub 
jects $300,000 in the form of ‘King’s taxes.’’ In the first 
place, however, half of this sum was paid into the official 
treasury in the shape of live stock, consisting of elephants, 
chimpanzees, zebras, antelopes, monkeys, ete, The various 
animals were sold in due course to menageries and zoologi- 


cal gardens in various parts of the world, enriching the State
